2 . Document Dl discloses a method for detecting the 
clock frequency of a CPU clock. The CPU clock 
(system clock) is delivered to both the CPU (host) 
and a peripheral device. The frequency is detected 
by using a second, that is to say, secondary clock, 
whose clock frequency is known. 



3. The subject matter of claim 1 essentially differs 
from document Dl in that in the system disclosed in 
document Dl the secondary clock signal belongs to 
the peripheral device and is not applied to the 
host. The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore 
novel (PCT Article 33(2)) . 

4. The problem to be solved by the present invention is 
therefore understood to be that of determining how 
to dispense with a quartz clock. If the host itself 
also has to carry out a method for determining the 
clock frequency of the system clock, an external 
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clock or an internal quartz clock becomes necessary. 

5. The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 is 
not known from the prior art or the general 
technical knowledge in the field and hence not 
obvious to a person skilled in the art. The re-use 
of the secondary clock would make little sense in 
document Dl since the peripheral device is designed 
as insulation between the system bus signals and the 
ISA bus signals. Consequently, the application meets 
the requirements for inventive step of PCT Article 
33 (3) . 

Claims 2-11 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore 
likewise meet the PCT requirements for novelty and 
invent ive s t ep . 
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
